If Republicans are pleased over the out- 


ook, Democrats are fairly incensed over the 
chauge in the situation. They hoped and 
prayed that a breach might occur in the 
>nrly which might enable some of their can- 
didates to slip through on election day. 
There is no doubt but tbat they were bank- 
ng on this. 
It was shown in the fact tbat 


several prominent Democrats, who are too 
shrewd to seek office under normal condi- 
tions, were seeking the nomination for State 
/Senator. In the past few days they have 
melted out of sight like snow in August, and 
wliou the Democratic convention took, place 
u Monday not one of them was in sight. 
5y the way, this Democratic convention, the 
details of which appear in another column, 


'as attended with some significant features, 
.'hey became apparent when the resolutions 
cere read. 
The moment the elaborate 


ihraseology of the resolutions resounded 
ver the court house lawn Doylestown poli- 
icians looked at each other with very sig- 
dficant glances, and the name of Yerkes was 
epeated upon all sides. It is generally be- 
ieved that Judge Yerkes, anticipating a Ke- 
iublican fight over the Senatorial business, 
.ad taken a hand in the matter and dictated 
he resolutions if he did not pen them. The 
Committee on Resolutions presented them in 
ype-wntten form, and the whole thing 
macked of premeditation. 
The talk about 


udge Yerkes having written the resolutions 
oon spread, and in a few hours was more a 
opic of conversation than the convention it- 


elf. 
Nobody cared about the ticket nomi- 


latocl, for it was conceded that it would be 
defeated, but that Judge Yerkcs, who was 
lected upon a non-partisan issue, and who 
nad turned his back upon Ihe present lead- 
rs of the party in the Bryan campaign, 
hould enter the political arena in this style 
occasioned considerable surprise.

iepublieans who voted for him wondered 
whether it could be true that Judge Yerkes, 
who is a born politician, and a good one, 
oo, had at last found it impossible to eschew 
olitics.

hat the Judge had taken a hand. They say

the benefit of long years of experience on 
Us part, those Republicans who aided him 
to secure the office be now holds are justly 
rewarded for insisting that he be elected 
Yfithout opposition. 
Judge Yerkes would be 


a new factor in the campaign, and whether 
he author of the resolutions" or not, his 
movements will be closely watched.

William 
Booz, of Bristol township, was hot over his 
defeat for County Treasurer. He attributes 
his betrayal to ex-Senator Vandegrift in a 
great measure, and says the Senator will dis- 
cover later whether he can realize his am- 
bition to be the boss of the party. And so 
it went all through the convention. There 
were numerous aspirants for leadership with- 
out more than two men for each would-be 
boss to lay claim to, which made the out- 
come of the convention very uncertain. The 
iticket named causes no apprehension in the 
Republican camp, and in November the 
same old snow-under will occur, Judge 
Yerkes and his resolutions to the contrary

EDITOR'S OPINION. 


The mass convention system of nominatnig 


candidates which prevails in Bucks county 
is so effectually manipulated by the politi- 
cians to Ihe utter exclusion of the rights of 
the people that even Philadelphia, which is 
pretty thoroughly boss-ridden, feels like a 
bird of freedom in comparison. The Phila- 
delphia-Times on Tuesday devoted consider- 
able editorial space drawing attention to the 
unenviable situation in Bucks. -The Times 
said: 


Bucks county Republicans nominate their 


candidates for county offices, State Senator 
and members of the Legislature by a mass 
convention, or county meeting, to which all 
Republicans are invited. In theory nothing 
could be fairer than this method. In prac- 
tice no method could be devised that would 
give greater odds to the professional and ma- 
chine politicians. 


MoKinley received 9798 votes in the coun- 


ty at the November election in 1896. 
If one 


half of this number should attend a nomina- 
ting convention it would bo an unwieldy, 
unmanageable meeting. A a matter of fact, 
not one in ten of the rank and file of the 
party attend these mass conventions, and as 
a consequence those who do attend do not as 
a whole represent the party wishes. The 
machine leaders and their friends will be 
there because they will be furnished free 
transportation by somebody. 
Those who 


stay at home, however, constitute a large ma- 
jority, and they are not even represented by 
delegates instructed or otherwise. 


It must be evident lo every fair-minded 


Republican in Bucks county that this system 
of making nominations has outlived its use- 
fulness, if it ever was useful, and that it 
should be superseded by one that will not 
place the control of nominations certainly in 
the hands of the professional politicians.

maries showed the participation of 6000 Re- 
publicans, and as the usual County Conven- 
tions do not average one-fifth of this number;

I prefer to give my reasons numerically, be- 
cause each one of them can be more readily 
referred to by any one who, while differing 
from me, may wish to oppose or correct me. 


1. As it has been the intent of all elec- 


tion laws to guard the secrecy of individual 
ballots, it is certainly deviating from this 
principle to stand up opposing forces in two 
or more lines to be openly counted, as is 
now the rule at our County Conventions. 


2. These conventions are most apt to oc-

convention assembled at the county seat 
and after an honest summing up, report the 
result, and those candidates having the 
largest vote to be declared as candidates at 
the regular election following. 
Should there 


be a tie vote in the contest let the assembled 
judges decide by ballot aud so declare the 
result. 


7. I would object to what is known as the 


delegate system, which would permit each 
candidate having a delegate of his own, for 
the reason that the local popularity of such 


districts, and when they arrive they will re- 
quire a greater inducement to vote for can- 
didates than a "dinner ticket," for a vote in 
a conTeution of say 200 delegates is of far 
more importance than in a convention, com- 
posed of a thousand or more persons, 
Un- 


der such a system the nomination would in 
many cases, go to the candidate who has the 
most money to buy delegates; money could 
also be used to secure the election of such 
delegates at the primaries. 
No honest man 


should, or in my opinion can, favor such a 
disorganizing and vicious system. 


But theie teems to be a geneial desire for 


a change from the present to some other 
method of making nominations, and to secure 
such a result many are willing to put up 
«mh any system that may be devised 
In 


this they make a mistake. 
Fortunately there 


is a system which has been in practice for 
many years in several of the counties of this 
State, and very lately I notice the fact that 
J imiata county, I think, was about to adopt 
the same system. The system I refer to a 
tne Crawford county system, and is so called 
from the fact that it was first adopted in that 
county more than 30 years ago and still con- 
tinues therein. It 1S just as fair and honest 
as the general elections held for the election 
of all the officers in the Slate. 
It simply 


gives every voter attending a primary elec- 
tion the piivilege of having an equal oppor- 
tunity with every other man to vote for the 
candidate of his choice for every office to be 
filled and have it counted. I have long 
favored the adoption of this system in this 
county and favor such a change at the pres- 
ent or aoy other time, but no change should 
be sprung upon the party without due time 
is given for its consideration, and therefore 
the suggestion that the subject be referred 
to a committee, provided men who only 
have the welfare of the party in view and 
not their own interests, or of some clique 
or faction alone, are appointed. 


I therefoiehope that this discussion may 


result in such a change of the paity rules as 
will be fair and just and give entire satisfac- 
tion to the Republican voters of the county.

Any 
convention can adopt a new set of rules for 
its government, regardless of pre-existing 
regulations and' not be dependent en the 
partisan action of its sub-committee . As the 
membership ol the present Standing Com- 
mittee will expire on the 26th inst., when 
new ones will be selected, it is all important 
that their successors should be chosen from 
men who are known to favor the' revision of 
the rules now demanded.

NEGLECTED PANGO-PANGO HARBOR 


TO BE FITTED FOR USE. 


OUR BIG HOSPITAL CAMP 


How Shafter's Invalid but Vic- 
torious Army Was Quartered.

The most important center of martial 


Interest, and there ifl still n whole lot 
of it in this country, is in the great hos- 
pital damp at Montank Point on the 
eastern tip end of Loiig Island. There, 
under acres of white touts, has rested 
the larger part of the great army which

tlrov* the Spanish out of the eastern 
end ol Onba and made Spain sue for 
peace at any price. 


Today the greatness and sadness ol 


Camp Wikoff has dwindled, for the he 
roes of Santiago have been furlongbed 
and their places partly filled with 
troops who have seen but little active 
service. In a few weeks more it will be 
only n memory, but the spot where onr 
volunteers camped after their brilliant 
campaign will always be a historio one. 


It was tie scene of rather a sad home 


coming for a victorious army. There 
were no flaunting banners, no bands 
playing, no cheering crowds. One by 
one the transports limped in with their 
decks crowded above and below with 
weak, sick soldiers. There is no such 
thinp as overlooking the fact. Shafter's 
army, heroic and victorious, was a sick 
army when it reached Montauk Point. 


For this reason the great encampment 


•where nearly 20,000 troops have been 
quartored has been first of all a hospital 
camp. The surgeon was more needed 
than the general. The ambulances were 
busy while the field guns were neglect- 
ed. The drill sergeants, if they were 
well enough, helped the nurses. 


There are many unique things abont 


this Camp Wikoff, as it is called. In 
the first place, its growth was remark- 
able. It is always an interesting sight 
to watad the sudden population of a 
waste place. Less than six weeks ago 
Montank Point was almost bare of hu- 
manity and had been so for years. There 
wero a lighthouse, a few summer cot- 
tages and a fisherman's shanty, all scat- 
tered abont over an area three or four 
milen square. There was a diminutive 
railroad station with a single siding. 
Two or three trains a day came in and 
departed with almost empty cars. 


Three weeks later Montank Point 


was OB populous as the residence dis- 
trict of most cities and far more lively. 
Stretching back from the water and 
dottod around over the rolling hillocks 
were thousands of white tents. Dozens 
of one story board shanties, roughly 
.and hastily erected, clustered around 
the enlarged railroad station. On a net- 
work of side tracks stood miles of cars, 
and overy hour of the day trains arrived 
and departed. Wagon roads wound 
over the sand dunes and were trav- 
ersed by ambulances, army carts, 
mounted officers and plodding soldiers 
on foot. Steamers of all sizes lay at 
the wharfs or rode at anchor in the 
bay. Here and there was an uncom- 
plaining private on sentry duty. 


Were it not for the occasional officers 


and sentries there would be little to 
identify this as a military camp. A 
small amount of soldiering has been in 
evidence. The civilian exertion of get- 
ting things to eat was the most prom- 
inent feature of the activities. It is 


' necessarily so, for there were 20,000 


men plumped down in the sand 80 
miles from the nearest base of supplies. 
So the canvas covered army wagons 
daily creak to and fro, laden with sup- 
plies from the distant commissary de- 
partment 


There is nothing about the plain uni- 


form of the private soldier, unless it ii 


that Jong ugo have put away tbeir look 
of newnesH, a campaign hat that looks 
for all tho world like the cowboy's 


leadgear, a pair of canvas leggings and 
heavy shoes. Perhaps he wears a can- 
vas uniform—it is all the same—and a 
tistol in a holster at the belt only makes 
lis semblance to the ranchman or pio- 
leer the more marked. 


There were uniforms, though, that 


were bejpnd the possibility of desorip- 
ion, 
real or fancied, but it did not 


jpoil the picture, because you expected 
to Hee" thorn there, and on the whole it 
was not hard to fancy you were looking 
npon a Wild West show scene construct- 
ed on a gigantio scale. 


The wildest boom of a western mln- 


_ng camp never furnished an instance 
where the demand was equally inade- 
quate to the supply. Ordinary rules of 
political economy work very qneerly in 
»rmy matters because of certain for- 
muhe of procedure, sometimes disre- 
spectfully alluded to as red tape, and 
supply does not by any means adjust it- 
self to demand. In the course of time it 
has become possible to obtain most 
things at the camp. For the first few 
weeks even the commonest necessaries 
were beyond money, BO far ae immedi- 
ate aoquihition was concerned. There 
was but one restaurant in the entire 
camp, and that was on the hill overlook- 
ing the sea, three miles from the rail- 
road station. 


The soldiers needed a restaurant bad- 


ly. For months they had been on army 
rations, and they were tired—oh, ^.so 
tired—of the stuff. What is it in a mil- 
itary carder that inspires a taste for 
pie? Some experienced army surgeon 
may carry the explanation looked in his 
brain, but up to the present the phe- 
nomenon is as dark as it is undeniable. 
If it werii the New England regiments 
alone that evinced this dietetic pecul- 
iarity, it might be set down to the score 
of heredity, the birthright of ice stock 
from whom came Emerson, who habit- 
ually wrote poetry after eating apple 
pie for breakfast, and it wasn't dyspep- 
tic poetry either. Bnt all the soldiers, 
from the colored troopers to the New 
York boys of the Seventy-first, pined 
for pie. They would tramp all the way 
to the station to get it. 


Pressing necessity and the deadly 


monotony of food that was unvarying 
in natnro and poor in quality led the 
regulars to look to nature for subsist- 
ence. Before the camp was pitched the 
slopes of Montank Point were rich with 
the fruitage of the big blackberries in 
huge ^latches. The early comers found 
the patches so luxuriant of berries that 
one could pick a double handful by sim- 
ply choosing a spot and plucking around 
him without moving. 


Then came the regulars, half starved 


or worse, from their trip over in the ill 
provisioned transports, keen for any- 
thing fresh and juioy. All that could 
walk—and some few that actually 
crawled up the slopes—went at the ber-

Oar Diminutive Poueuloni In the South 
Pacific—A Magnificent Landlocked Bay. 
C»D Bully Be Fortified. 
The sailing of an expedition to estab- 


lish a coaling station at Pango-Pango re- 
:alls the fact that down in the south 
Pacific, more than 600 miles below the 
squator, we own something like 100 
Mires of land and the water rights to a 
harbor as big as New York bay, 


The harbor of Pango-Pango is in the 


island of Tntuila, which is the smallest 
ind most easterly of the Samoan group, 
[t was ceded to the United States by 
the treaty of 1872, both Germany and 
Brest Britain acquiring coaling sta- 
tions in the group at the same time. 
For more tha^ a quarter of a century 
we have neglected our privileges there, 
but now that we have other Pacific pos- 
sessions we are going to make ase of 
Pango-Pango harbor. 


Not only piers and coal sheds, but in 


all probability fortifications of some 
sort, will be erected. The navy depart- 
ment is now considering bids for the 
construction of the necessary buildings, 
and a corps of engineers and mechanics 
bas been dispatched to the island to do 
the work. If fortifications are made, 
there will of necessity be a garrison lo- 
cated there, and some day you may be 
sending letters to a eoUJier friend ad- 
dressed "Pango-Pango Naval Station, 
Samoa, U. S. A." 


Besides making these arrangements 


the department has practically complet- 
ed preparations for dispatching a large 
amount of coal to Pango-Pango. If the 
buildings are not completed by the time 
of the arrival of the coal, it will be 
dumped on the beach and will be trans- 
ported to the sheds as soon as they are 
ready. 
The sheds will accommodate 


about 7,000 tons of coal. The supply 
will not be allowed to get low, as it is 
the administration's intention to send 
out shiploads from time to time, so 
there may be a quantity on hand in case 
of any extensive offensive operations in 
the far east. 


Pango-Pango harbor is said to be the 


most perfectly landlocked harbor in the 
Pacific and an ideal port for a naval 
station. The entrance is three-quarters 
of a mile wide, with 86 fathoms of wa-

After the foul food they had been eat- 


ing the acid of the blackberries was as 
good as medicine. The men began to 
brace up and look better. The blackber- 
ries began to grow .scarce. Foraging 
parties wandered wide afield seeking 
new feasting places, found a few blue- 
berry patches and devastated those. To- 
day one of Dewey's gunners would have 
a hard job locating an edible berry of 
any kind with a range finder within the 
radius of the camp. 


Though the land has ceased furnish- 


ing subsistence there remains the wa- 
ter, and the regulars have turned fisher- 
men, not for sport, but for the serious 
purpose of filling up an empty interior. 
The volunteers, it must be remembered, 
were fed during their stay on assort- 
ments of home prepared food in large 
boxes. In fact, one of the hospital sur- 
geons actually complained that the vol- 
unteers were surfeited by jam and py- 
jamas, but the regulars, not being re- 
membered in this way, went to fishing. 


Latei on the regulars received tardy 


dainties from thoughtful societies who 
heard of their neglected condition. 
Probably the most acceptable contribu- 
tion was a load of watermelons sent to 
the colored troopers who fought so va- 
liantly at El Oaney and San Juan hill. 


It has taken a long time to get the 


camp in shape, and probably there has 
been much mismanagement in some of 
the departments, but in spite of all this 
nothing could have been devised that 
would have been better for Shatter's 
fever shaken army. When the conva- 
lescent soldiers began to get the right 
kind of food, the natural advantages of 
the point did the rest. The dry, germ 
absorbing sand makes an ideal camping 
place, find, the, awl lea breezes which

ter. Inside the entrance the water varies 
in depth from 6 to 18 fathoms. Naval 
officers say the place can be formidably 
fortified and will prove invaluable to 
the United States in case of war with a 
nation that maintains a Pacific fleet. 


The harbor is protected from danger- 


one winds from any quarter, and there 
is not the slightest danger from hurri- 
canes such as the one of Apia memory. 
It is in direct line of steamers to aud 
from Australia and New Zealand and 
will prove a valuable port of call for 
vessels sailing between the United 
States, South America and the two 
large Biitish colonies mentioned. For 
vessels from South America or those 
rounding Cape Horn for China and Ja- 
pan Pango-Pango will be of even greater 
value. Via Honolulu Pango-Pango is 
5,882 miles from San Francisco. 


The harbor is on the south side of 


Tutuila island and is evidently of vol- 
canic formation. It runs for a distance 
inland, with a tortuous channel, whose 
general direction is north, aud then it 
turns almost at right angles around a 
rooky promontory guarded by a steep 
rook standing out in the sea known as 
Goat island. Just around the bend is 
another rooky headland called Swim- 
ming point, and the United States pur- 
chased and took possession of about 100 
acres of land, which includes within its 
limits both these headlands. 


A battery could be mounted on Swim 


miug point completely commanding ev> 
ery foot of anchorage in the harbor, 
while every vessel entering the harbor 
would have to pass directly under the 
guns of the batteries that undoubtedly 
will be erected upon Goat island. 


Tutuila is a mountainous island near 


ly 100 miles in circumference and con- 
taining abont 10,000 inhabitants. The 
interior is so rugged and the jungle so 
dense that it is seldom visited even by 
the natives. There are comparatively 
few inland villages. The natural beau 
ty of Pango-Pango bay is great 


Several years ago it was reported tha 


England had seized Pango-Pango, and 
for a time the jingoes twisted the lion's 
tail right lustily, but the report turned 
out to be unfounded. No nation can dis- 
pute our title to the harbor, but we are 
likely to have some trouble with the 
native chief of the island. 


It was only after much fighting and 


more bickering debate, the latter by no 
means yet ended, that the present chief 
secured the title of mannga. He regards 
himself so highly that he refuses alle- 
giance to the constituted government of 
Samoa and looks upon King Halietoa 
as no more than an equal in rank, and 
a feeble equal at that. So far an con- 
cerns the 'American coaling right] in 
his bay he makes no opposition, bui in- 
sists that they are based not on the Ber- 
lin act, but on the Narragansett treaty, 
entered into in 1878 between the maun- 
ga of that time and Captain R. W. 
Meade. A little diplomacy and the gift; 
of a discarded silk hat would probably 
secure his firm allegiance.

Trained Pigeons. 


Pigeons are carefully trained. The 


young homer ia taken half a mile the 
first day, a mile the second, two miles 
the third, and BO on, doubling the dia- 
tance each time. It muet be liberated 
each time only in the same direction as 
to its loft, for a bird can be trained 
along only one route at a time. When 
40 miles have been reached, a week's 
rest comes between. A hundred miles 
are enough for a young bird's first year. 


So easential ia the training that old 


birds are taken only two miles out for 
the first lesson of a season, though they 
may hare flown their 350 miles the 
year preceding. The end of the next 
season, however, will, if the birds are 
willing and the trainer patient, bo 
crowned by the accomplishment of a 
400 mile flight. As you get higher in 
the scale of distance, longer and longer 
testa are needed. 


Male birds are generally used for 


long distances. Family matters are apt 
to engross the attention of the hen, 
though she is still capable of good work 
when she has a mind for it.—Good
